by this ballot is whether the Bor- 
ough of Connellsville shall main- 
tain or assist in maintaining the 
Carnegie Fioe Library now located 
in this town, out of a fund raised 
by the imposition of a tax of one 
Dill! for that purpose by the Bor- 
ough Council. 


This vote removed all objections to 
the matter, tho opposition expressing 
Its rendition* to bow to the will of thf 
people, but subsequent Town Councils, 
while professlnp a friendly interest 
ill the library, have not given It that 
' Jllll measuru of financial assistance 
contemplated by tlie ballot. 
Inc-tead 
of levying a library tax as directed, 
they have contented themselves with 
occasional appropriations out of !!io 
general fund which In tho aggregate 
hai e fallen far below the sums voted 
by the taxpa> ers. 


Realizing the obligations it is under, 
am.' the important educational work 
being dono by the library, the School 
Boi.rcl has since the official expression 
of public sentiment, levied a library 
tax annually and paid tho proceeds 
OVF r to the library. 


The Town Council should rto llkc-

and carrying out to the letter the In- 
structions of. the people.
